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in the list of fundraising priori- 
ties for the Centennial Campaign, 
the university’s comprehensive 
capital campaign that ran from 
1997 to 2002. The public phase 
of fundraising for the Center was 
announced Feb. 19, 2001.” 

Shortly after the Centennial 
Campaign was under swing, do- 
nations started pouring in for the 
future center. The new Alumni 
and Endowment Center was 
named after W.R. and Yvonne 
Robbins, owners and officers of 
Farmers Bank and Trust in Great 
Bend. The Robbins, who were 
among the seven leading donors, 
have demonstrated their affection 
and support for the university for 
a number of years. 

“It is only fitting that the new 
center, which will become the fo- 
cal point of alumni activity while 
symbolizing support for the uni- 
versity, will be named after a 
couple who have given so much 
of themselves to Fort Hays State 
University during their lifetime,” 
FHSU President Edward H. Ham- 
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mond said in a press release. 

“Bill and Yvonne Robbins 
have been dedicated supporters of 
FHSU and the FHSU Endowment 
Association for three decades. 
They have been dream builders 
and dream makers. The Leader- 
ship Bill has provided the FHSU 
Endowment Association and the 
tremendous positive influence 
it has had on FHSU is nothing 
short of phenomenal. There are 
more scholarships for more stu- 
dents, enhanced programming at 
the university and soon a place to 
call home for Tiger alumni and 
friends, because of the leadership 
and extraordinary efforts of Bill 
Robbins,” Hammond said. 

Bill Robbins graduated from 
FHSU in 1959 and has contin- 
ued to remain involved with the 
university. In 1997, he received 
the highest honor bestowed 
upon FHSU grads: The Alumni 
Achievement Award. He has been 
a member of the Endowment 
Association’s Board of Trustees 
since 1974, serving as chair from 
1992-1994.

mony, Hammond and the Robbins 
broke ground for the new center. 
Hammond stated the Robbins 
Center would cost $5.6 million. 

“Anything worth having is 
worth working for,” Hammond 
said. “We can thank Bill and 
Yvonne Robbins and the many 
other individuals whose generos- 
ity will soon become evident in 
bricks and mortar.” 

Bill Robbins said, “This turn- 
ing of that first spade of dirt will 
begin the construction of this 
needed facility, allowing the uni- 
versity to continue growing. On 
behalf of myself, the Centennial 
Committee and the university, I 
want to thank the 700 investors 
who have caught the vision.” 

The Robbins Center will have 
two stories and a basement. The 
Alumni Association offices will 
be housed on the main floor and 
the Endowment Center offices 
will be housed on the second floor. 
There will be a large boardroom 
for meetings, a communications 
center will be housed in the lower 
level and a 3,000-square-foot 
multi-purpose room with a full- 
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to keep students interested and get 
them to think and respond. Coo- 
per says that he doesn’t expect 
the students to agree with him and 
seeks to disagree as often as pos- 
sible, saying that it is not a normal 
class unless he has offended the 
majority of the students. 

While Cooper originally 
planned to work strictly as an ac- 
countant, he returned to school 
after one year to become an in- 
structor because he didn’t think 
he was having enough fun.

Although he likes working 
with the “brilliant” students, he 
really enjoys working with the

will also house a 1,200-square- 
foot art gallery featuring collec- 
tions such as the 650 original 
artworks of the celebrated Kansas 
Postcard Series donated to FHSU 
by the Association of Community 
Arts Agencies of Kansas. 

“Tt will be a fantastic building 
when it is finished,” Hammond 
said. “It was designed by the En- 
dowment Center and architects 
from Topeka.” 

The architects--Horst, Terrill 
and Karst Architects, P.A. o f To- 
peka—were recommended by the 
Joint Building Committee which 
includes representatives of the 
Alumni and Endowment associa- 
tions. 

The committee also reviewed 
the design and layout of the com- 
mittee. Horst, Terrill and Karst 
Architects are no strangers to 
FHSU: the architects also de- 
signed Tomanek Hall. 

Prideaux said the “state-of- 
the-art center will be a gathering 
place for all FHSU alumni and 


students that have to try harder to 
succeed. 

Cooper said that these students 
are the ones that need his help, be- 
cause the brilliant students would 
succeed regardless of his interac- 
tion with them. 

Cooper enjoys watching stu- 
dents grow into their careers and 
he often stays in touch with stu- 
dents long after graduation. 

Cooper said his future plans 
are uncertain but that is the way 
he likes it. 

“Most of the major events in 
my life have been kind of ran- 
dom,” Cooper said, adding that, 
despite being a financial planner, 
he doesn’t like to plan his own 
life too far ahead. 

As Cooper prepares to leave 
FHSU, he left parting advice for 
his students. He wants his stu- 
dents to think for themselves and 
care about the world around them 
and take notice of events. Cooper 
also said that he hopes students 
realize that they have the ability 
to go anywhere they want and do 
anything. “I would tell them that 
they should consider all their op- 
tions,” Cooper said.

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Parking 
zone system 
confusing 


Finding a good parking spot 
on campus is no easy task. 

Complicating matters, though, is 
a confusing system of parking zones 
and permits which can put students 
in the infuriating position of getting a 
parking ticket despite having a valid 
vehicle permit hanging in the window. 

This just isn’t right. 

Without proper signage to show 
where one zone ends and the other 
begins, the system seems more like, 
dare we say, a ploy for the Univer- 
sity Police to increase funding. 

Granted, students are provided a 
campus map that outlines the parking 
zones. But come on, how many students 
really carry a campus map in their car, 
let alone consult one before they park? 

Zone | permits ($25 annually) allow 
parking pretty much anywhere on cam- 
pus. But Zone 2 permits ($13 annually) 
only allow parking in residential life 
areas. Obviously, these discount passes 
are sold to students living in the dorms, 
probably with the idea that it will en- 
courage these students to walk to class. 

However, students buying the 
Zone 2 permits often aren’t made 
aware they have a limited parking 
pass, or offered a choice to upgrade. 

Simple logic would dictate that 
a campus parking permit would be 
valid anywhere on campus. With the 
current system, this is not true. 

While reserving dorm parking spots 
for dorm residents makes sense, these 
students should still be able to park 
anywhere else they want. They do, after 
all, pay a lot to live on campus. Either 
that, or campus officials need to do a 
better job labeling the parking zones. 

Whatever the case, the parking zone 
system needs tweaked before next year.

Female multicides rare, 


The Bureau of Justice Statistics 
for the U.S. Department identifies 
homicide as causing the death of 
another person without legal jus- 
tification or excuse. 

Murder of two or more people 
in a single incident is considered 
a multicide. There are three types 
of multicides. 

Mass murder involves the kill- 
ing of several people in one event 
in a short time, in one location. 

Spree killing occurs as one 
event within several hours or 
days, but in several locations. Se- 
rial murder involves several peo- 
ple being killed over a period of 
time, with a cooling off period be- 
tween the separate killing events. 

The per capita murder rate 
by females has been declining 
since 1980. Of the victims killed 
by women, 60 percent were inti- 
mates or family members. 

Of children killed by parents 
or step parents, females were 


more likely to kill infants, males 
tended to kill children eight years 
and older. 

Victims of male multicides are 
usually strangers who are stalked, 
killed by hands-on methods like 
strangulation and stabbing. 

Sexual activity and physical 
abuse of the victim is quite com- 
mon. Victims of females are often 
family members, friends and ac- 
quaintances. 

Overall, murder is considered 
an intragender and_ interracial 
crime; however, female offenders 
are the exception with respect to 
gender. 

Women seldom kill other fe- 
males. When women do kill other 
women, almost half of the victims 
are the offender’s children or step 
children. 

The preferred killing meth- 
ods are poison and suffocation. 
Stalking, sexual or physical abuse 
rarely occurs.

Two major types of multicides 
by female offenders have been 
identified. 

Black Widows kill husbands, 
family members and other rela- 
tives. Thirty-six percent to 45 
percent of cases qualify as Black 
Widows. 

Angels of Death are nurses 
and care givers who murder vic- 
tims who are incapable of self 
defense such as the elderly and 
infants. From eight to eleven per- 
cent qualify as Angels of Death. 

The female multicide offender 
age ranges from 14-55 with the

mean onset age of 30, the major- 
ity (98%) are Caucasian, 40% are 
from the South, 10 % are from the 
Midwest, and the occupations of 
the offender range from unem- 
ployed to unskilled professionals. 
The mean career length is 5 years 
with the range stemming from a 
few months to 20 years. 

The mean number of victims is 
10, with the range falling from 2 
to 20. Poison was used exclusive- 
ly by 45%, suffocation by 11% 
and shooting by only 8%. Black 
Widows prefer poison and Angels 
of death use medicine overdose 
on adults and suffocation on ba- 
bies. 

Interestingly, in single murder 
cases, 78% of all women who kill 
are African American, and 64% 
of these women were under the 
influence of alcohol or other sub- 
stances at the time of the murder. 

The victims were predomi- 
nately husbands or male lovers

and the weapon of choice was 
firearms. 

Women rarely commit murder 
while perpetrating other felonies. 

Women who kill are frequently 
in situations in which the victim, 
usually a male, precipitated vio- 
lence against the female and the 
female reacts to the victimization

We would like to start off by 
saying thank you for all those 
who helped us throughout our 
campaign.

In an 
effort to provide a sense of our di- 
rection, we would like to lay out 
our goals in the upcoming year. 

Even though our term has yet 
to begin, we are focused on mak- 
ing sure the issues we campaigned 
on become a reality. One of the 
critical issues we campaigned 
on involved the institution of a 
Student Fee Review Committee. 
We feel that a Student Fee Re- 
view Committee ensures greater 
accountability for those entities 
that receive student fee dollars. 
In this spirit, we have already 
supported legislation, which has 
passed through SGA. From the 
outset of our campaign, we have 
been committed to assuring that 
our issues are implemented in an 
expedient manner. Regardless of 
this one accomplishment there is 


still a great deal to work on. 

We remain steadfast in our 
commitment to completing the 
list of issues that we laid out 
during the campaign. First and 
foremost on these list of goals is 
ensuring that students at FHSU 
have a say before they pay ad- 
ditional student fees. We believe 
that all students and not just the 
membership of SGA should have 
a say on fee increases. As a result, 
we will introduce legislation to 
add language to the SGA consti- 
tution to guarantee that any fee 
increase above $1 per credit hour 
be put to a student referendum. 
This will assure that students are 
more aware of the potential in- 
creases to their cost of education. 
Finally, we see this as an essential 
step to empowering all students 
at FHSU to have a greater say in 
their University. 

We also seek to provide stu- 
dents with the best services FHSU 
can offer by providing support for 
the current efforts to improve the 


Wellness Center. This year, SGA 
has appropriated equipment fund 
money to help pay for new top of 
the line equipment. As the Center 
undergoes expansion efforts, we 
would like to continue this level 
of support. Another service we 
wish to improve is the SGA On- 
line Book Exchange. Students 
could utilize this service to de- 
crease the purchase price of many 
of their books and increase their 
return on selling their old books. 
In addition, the SGA Webmas- 
ter position, which we are cur- 
rently seeking applicants, will be 
utilized to assure this service is 
available to all FHSU students. 
We also will work to support 
efforts to increase recycling on 
campus. A great deal of work has 
already been put in this year to 
expand recycling at FHSU. We 
want to assure that this work does 
not fall to the side just because the 
year has ended. We remain com- 
mitted to moving forward with 
the recommendations that are set 
forth by those who have worked 
so hard on this project. As well 
we remain committed to making 
your voices heard in City Hall, 
the State Legislature and beyond. 
Traditionally, SGA has repre- 
sented student interests to Facul- 
ty, Administration, the State Leg- 
islature and the Board of Regents. 


We feel this should also include 
the City Commission. We all live 
in this city a majority of the year, 
many of us vote here, some of pay 
taxes here and all of us contribute 
to the Hays economy. Although, 
these issues have been critical 
to us from the outset, we also 
see other issues that must be ad- 
dressed in the upcoming year. 
The events of the last few 
years demonstrate a clear need 
for reform of the allocations pro- 
cess. It is essential that SGA con- 
tinue to offer workshops for all 
student groups on this sometimes 
complicated process. Unfortu- 
nately, the demands of school, 
work and numerous other extra- 
curricular responsibilities neces- 
sitate more work on our part. We 
find it essential to continuing the 
open door policy of the outgoing 
administration. Also we need to 
get out and visit student groups 
before the beginning of the elec- 
tion season.
